At fifty m lnutei p ast elgbt o’clock this evenloK 
tbe loDK and eagerly sought phenom enon ol the 
tran sit oí Venus will begin. The planet will steal 
forward tow ard tbe eastern and upper portion of 
the su n ’s rim, come in contact w ith it and then 
push IM way slowly across tbe sun’s face, on which 
It will appear projected Uke a small black speck. 
Venua will occupy lour hours and three-quarters 
lu journeying across, aud at ball-past one o’clock 
A. M. ou to-m orrow m orning tbe p lanet will pass 
away irom the disc leaving no track behind. 
Few 
could believe th a t little though the velocity or tbe 
planet appears. It nevertheless files through space 
a t 
the 
rate 
of 
77,200 
milea 
p er 
hour, 
or 
1,200 
m iles 
a 
m inute. 
Though 
It 
looks a tiny spot when viewed w ith the naked 
eye. it Is. nevertheless, alm ost as large as our 
own earth. 
The sun will have set upon our 
shores when the tran sit com m ences, but while 
our portion of the globe will be tu rn ed from the 
great lum inary o th er sections wiU be Illum ined 
by Uis rays, aud In these regions he will be ob­ 
served as the planet crosses by thousands of 
astronom ers througbuut the world. During tbe 
tran sit of 1769 th e occurrence was visible ou 
every p a rt of this continent, but now It is our 
tu rn to lose sight of the appearance. In 1882 we 
shall enjoy the 
lavor of being 
enveloped in 
(iayligbt during the occurrence of tb e tran sit th at 
is to take place In th a t year. 
As the n atu re and re su lu of the eveutlul cir­ 
cum stance and the history ol the expeditions, 
p ast as well aa p resen t, havé already been ex ten ­ 
sively detailed m the H e r a l d of N ovem ber 80 and 
Decem ber 7, It is needless to rev ert to them bere. 
I t may be weU, however, to recall to tbe read er’s 
m em ory the ex trao rd in ary and rom antic circum ­ 
stances under which the first tran sit or Venus was 
Observed. Transits have, of course, occurred four 
tim es every 248 years since the creation, and no 
doubt exlaw of the u n d en ts having noticed some 
of 
them , 
as 
they 
w ere 
accustom ed 
to 
w atch 
the 
constantly shilling 
pusitlons 
of 
the 
m orning 
and 
evening 
stars. 
There 
are 
evidences 
of 
these 
observations 
still 
e x ta n t. On an eiurthen vessel in the B riush Mu­ 
seum are carved the m ovem ents of the planet 
Venus during a period extending back to tbe 
sixth century before tbe C hristian era. 
Still 
there la no tran sit pictured thereon. 
The first 
well au tn eu ticated observación of a tra n sit of 
Venus was m ade m 163» by Kev. John H orrox, a 
\o u n g Euffllsh cu rate of uu obscure village near 
LdverpooL A tran sit bud taken place eight years 
previously lu accordance w ith the prediction of 
K epler; but it wiis night tim e In Europe when it 
occurred, and consequently It was n o t observed 
by any persons known to nistory. 
One of the 
strange facta connected with H o rro x ’s observa­ 
tion 
was 
th at he w as 
nos aw are of 
the 
uses th at could be m aae of the observations. 
Ualiey hod not then proponudod the celebrated 
m ethod of ascertaining tue sun’s distance, nor 
bad Dellsle existed. 
Kepler predicted the tra n s it 
01 1639, but bia estim ate ot the m om ent a t which 
tbe tran alt would begin was some hours wide of 
tu e m ark. 
In 1633 yonng U o n o x w as placed In 
Em anuel College, Cambridge, where he soon gave 
evidences of m athem atical 
aud 
astronom ical 
genius. When he reached his eighteobth year he 
had m ustered all the problem s oi m athem atics as 
the science then existed, and betook him self to 
the study of tbe m ovem ents of tne heavenly 
spheres. Being of a religious tu rn of m ind, he lound 
in the vasty legions of the stelU r universe, the 
m ost glorious aud sublime display of tbe O reaior’s 
majesty, believing, like m any others, tn a t tbe 
blest abodes were fixed beyond tne stars. 
He re­ 
viewed K epler’S caicnlailons of tbe d ate of the 
tran sit and lound them slightly erroneon*. He 
com m unicated hla discovery to tw o 
in u m ate 
irlends, and wUea th e m onth ol Decem ber came 
round he made ready to veriiy his predicttozu by 
w atching the sun throughout the day. Tbe m orn­ 
ing of the 4ia of Decem ber d aw ned; 
H orrox 
darkened bis Utile room and adm itted tbe sn n ’a 
rays through a lena, which projected an Im age of 
th e sun’s disk on a w hite sheet 
of 
paper. 
I t 
was 
the 
Sabbath 
day 
and 
the 
sky 
w as bright, th e 
sun 
beam ing 
calmly down 
upon the screen of 
the young 
astronom er. 
From th e ru in g of tbe sun n ntu nine o’clock be 
w atched toe im age, b at no planet appeared. 
While he was on the tiptoe of ex p ectatio n the 
pealing of tbe church bell caUed nim aw ay. Be 
hesitated lor a m om ent, overcom e w ith eonfitctlng 
em otions, and be knew n o t w hether be would 
honor bis C reator m ore by repairing to Hla honao 
of worship or by verifying the benefloent and im ­ 
m utable law s aocordlng to wblon He m ade tbe 
celestial orbs revolve. 
He decided, however, to 
vUlt hU fiock in churoh. 
A t ten o’clock be re ­ 
tu rn ed to bU bonae. but found no speck dotting

FmaUy th e skies grew clear, and lol 
young H orrox beneld tne pltcny shadow of Venns 
crawUng forward upon the solar disk. The rap­ 
turous em otion w ith wblcn be suddenly viewed 
tb e touching Incident overpow ered him Ihr a 
while, but ultim ately recovering himself, be pro­ 
ceeded to m ake m easurem ents of tue p lan e t’s po­ 
sition on tbe screen, which paved the way for the 
o m u an t calculations 
of m ore 
m odern times. 
H orrox spent tbe boors subsequent 
to 
the 
tran sit in w riung to hU irlenus tbe ecstaiio 
convlctlous th at glowed In his enthnsiastlo brain. 
Few years elapsed beiore the career thue brightly 
began waa brought to a speedy close. 
H orrox 
died at the age of tw enty-tw o, leaving a void in 
tne Bclentifio world th a t waa universally reg retted , 
could he nave beneld during bis last m om enta tbe 
varied appliancea and the gigantic preparaU oua 
ol modern s c te n tu u for the obiervatlon ol the 
sam e phenom enon, not m erely in darkened rooms 
tbrougUuut England, but irom observatories in 
tb e lour q u arters of th e globe,*he m ight have 
qnltted the siihere of tus earthly exlalence with 
one pang less th an those which tne agonies of 
death sen t through his fram e.

shall dwell only upon parUcnlar p o ln u whieb may 
be considered irom a different point of view. 
A pparent m otion depends, first and chiefly, 
upon distance, and secoudly, upon velocity. Many 
of the stars are so d istan t th at all tbe observa- 
tloni 01 astronom ers have not yet determ ined 
even 
tbe 
direction 
of th eir apparent 
mo­ 
tion. 
Ih e 
m ost rapidly moving 
and 
th ere­ 
fore probably the nearest stars, are tbe com­ 
ponents 
of 
the 
binary 
star 
6i 
Cygnl, 
which 
moves 
over a space 
equal 
to 
the 
su n ’s diam eter in about three centuries. 
The 
m ost d istan t planet of the solar system, Neptune, 
moves over the sam e space In about a year. Tbe 
n earest planet, Venus, In Its tran sit moves over 
the sam e space In about eight hours. The moon, 
a hundred tim es nearer, moves over the same 
apace lu an hour. The earth , the cen tre of which 
18 sixty tim es n ea rer to us than the moon, moves 
over the sam e space in about two m inutes, aa may 
be seen by w aicnlng the w estern horizon at sun- 
eet, aa it rises aud co v e n th e com paratively sta­ 
tionary disk or th e sun. 
As the diflerent celestial bodies pass over each 
other In tbeir m otions they produce tbe phenom ena 
styled transits and ocoulU tlona When tbe nearer 
body U apparently tbe larger of the two tbe m ore 
distant body is occulted. As the sun Is so brill­ 
ian t as to prevent our seeing any o th er body be­ 
yond it, in im m ediate contact w ith It, and as tbe

L u n ar eclipses, as shown In 
the UiRALD of October 24, belong to a different 
class or phenom ena, and tbe sam e is tru e of tbe 
ecUnsea of the satellites of Jnplter. 
In solar 
eclipses the light of the sun la so ooicurea th at 
w hether the ap p aren t tlse oi th e moon u sm aller 
or g reater the phenom enon Is not called a tran sit 
or an o ccn ltatlo n ; b n t solar eclipses, or even the 
dally settin g of the sun, obscuring Its light by tbe 
Interposition of tbe body of the earth, may be re­ 
garded as phenom ena of the same class with tbe 
trau sit of Venus, a d a ta of phenom ena too common 
to a ttra c t attention. 
The astronom ers of tbe world to-m orrow, if tbe 
sky shall be sufflcteuUy clear, will see, a t first, 
near the centre of th e disk or the suu, tw o sm all 
spots. M eusurem ents a t different hours will show 
th a t they are m oving slowly toward the west, but 
tbe 
m ost 
carelul 
m easurem ents, 
m ade in 
Siberia 
and 
In 
Oceánico, 
will 
fail 
to 
detect 
any 
difference 
in 
their 
poaltlon 
npou th e su n ’s disk as seen from these widely 
separated stations. These spots, therefore, belong 
opon th e sun Itself. Then there will appear, at 
about nine o’clock P. M., of New York time, a 
larg er spot, circular, and moving m ore rapidly, 
also tow ard th e w eat. This will be the planet 
Venus In its tran sit. In less than five hours Venus 
will have crossed the disk and passed away from 
view. Tbe sm aller spots, m eanwhile, will have 
m oved tow ard the w est, from the rotation of the 
sun upon Its axis, only about one-fortieth p art of 
the sun’s diam eter. The anronum era will pack up 
tueir instrum ents an d retu rn home, no wiser than 
they w en t; but they will bring with them m aterials 
which, when properly com pared and reduced, wll; 
give, m ore accurately th an It Is now known, the 
distance of the sun from the earth, and, therefore, 
the scale by which we m ay com pute tbe distances 
of the planets and even of tbe nearer fixed stars. 
D uring the ev en tlu l hours when the E astern 
Hem isphere will bristle with hundreds of parallel 
telescopes, and when thousands of eager eyes will 
be w atcning the transit, no thought will arise as to 
the practical use of the phenomenon, any m ore 
th an lookiDg at a beantim l painting or In listen­ 
ing to strain s ot deUghtful music we a tte m p t to 
calculate in w hat way It will yield money to our 
purse. A mllllon dollars is not too mucn to spend 
lor 80 im porianl an advance In scleutlllc know l­ 
edge. 
B ut k’Bt, by and by, when we are to have a 
tran alt of our own, and sbsll w ant lu rtb er appropri­ 
ations. It should be said th at we have spfcnt enough 
lor m ere intellectual am usem ent, yielding no re­ 
tu rn , let me try to explain one of tbe ways in 
■wnich the ooservatlon or the tran sit or Venus will 
Im m ediately repay, m money, m any tim es the oat- 
lay. 
It has been already shown that, essentially, we 
observe the tra n sit or Venus to obtain the distance 
of Venus, because we can obtain It relatively with 
four tim es the accuracy th at would atten d ob­ 
servations upon tue p arallax of the snn directly 
a t four tim es the distance, and because, by tbe aid 
of K epler’s law, from th e distance of Venus we 
can obtain w ith the sam e relative accuracy the 
a u ta n ce of tbe sun. By having this inlcrum, or 
Btepptng stone, w e thus increase by four lim es 
the accuracy of th e determ ination ot the sun’s dis­ 
tance. leaving out of view the pecuUar advaatagsi, 
already shown, which will enable ni to determ ine 
th e parallax of Venus with a less m argiu of erro r 
th an in toe case ol th e sun. 
The sam e advantages whlon Venus possessea our 
moon possesses in a m uch g re ater degree. Con- 
•eqnencly, the distance of the moon from the 
e a rth is known, from direct observations of Its 
parallax, sixty tim es aa accurately as tne d u tan ce 
of 
the 
sun.

effect varies w ith tbe position of tbe m oon In Ite 
orbit, th e sun's attra ctio n being g reater a t new 
m oon, wnen th e m oon la n earer to tbe eon than 
the ea rth la. and less a t fall moon, when tbe moon 
is lu rth er from the eun. 
li tbe snn were, as for­ 
m erly tangbt, 400 tim ea as far from the earth as 
th e moon. Its distance irom the new moon would 
be 300, and from the lull moon 40L As the attra c­ 
tion varies w ith the equare of tbe distance, the 
attractio n a t now moon would he to tb at a t lull 
m oon as the square o i4 0 lto the square of 80»; th at 
IS, about one-hundredth p art greater. But If tbe 
sun U only 880 tim es tbe distance ot the moon, 
m ore nearly corresponding to later determ lna- 
tlous, l u attractio n of the now moon Is aoout one 
ninety-fltth p a rt g reater than of tbe full moon.

■an. Pursuing the opposite course, H ausen, from 
the effect of tbe attractio n of the sun upon the 
moon’s position in different p a ru of its orbit, 
cam e to the pouciuslon th at toe distance of tne 
sun m ust be not far from utnety-tw o millions of 
m tlea agreeing wltb th at obtained irom observa­ 
tions of the parallax of Mars and in other modes, 
and now adopted lu tbe •'American Nautical 
A lm anac.” 
It is opon tbe knowledge ot the exact position 
of the moon, predicted in the ‘'Nautical Alm anac” 
th ree years in advanca, th at me navigator m ust 
necessarily rely lor saiety from hidden rocks and 
dangerous coasts. The increased safety in navi­ 
gation, not only with regard to life, of which we 
think so little, but with reg ard to money, of 
which, aa a com m ercial people, we 
think so

In a lew days we shall have telegraphic an- 
nonncum ents irom some of the statio n s; In a few 
inontns the expeditions will be retu rn in g borne.

have not been Hi consultation with them , aud, In­ 
deed, I hardly think there bae been m uch coneul- 
u tio n with regard to the reduction of the observa- 
U odh; b at 1 think I can m ake eome tuggeetiona 
which will satiifactorliy account for m uch of the 
delay. 
It m ust be rem em bered th at In explaining tbe 
principles of tbe transit, for the sake of clearness 
all d u tu rb ln g eleraeius were careluUy elim ln.ited 
and leit out of view. Im aginary observers bave 
been located at alt concelvaUlo places, from tbe 
N orth Pole to tbe Soutn Pole, and even at the cen­ 
tre of the earth and cen tre of the sun. The eartu 
has been im agined to stop Its rotation upon tt$ 
axis, A strouom ers have been expected to meas­ 
ure by a two-loot rule the distance of the several 
statloos, as seen Irom tbe ceutre of the sun, upon 
a line draw n through the centre of the earth. As to 
such slight perform ances as induclug clocks to keep 
absolutely perlect tim e, Induuiiig observers to re­ 
cord w ith absolute precision phenom ena which 
they m ay Im periectly tee, and Inducing Venus her­ 
self to take the position and to walk the precise 
track m arked out lor h er by the “ Nautical Aim*, 
n ac,” they were, of course, not w orth mentioning. 
But When our Am erican observers come home 
w ith their figures and th eir photographs they wlU 
have a lar different problem to deal with. They 
m ust determ ine the longltute of the different s ta ­ 
tions, and reduce all th eir observations to Wash­ 
ington tim e. They m ust determ ine the effect of 
the rotation of the earth at the tim e of each ob­ 
servation and make allowanoe for It, as well aa for 
tne several posltloua. They m ust apply correc­ 
tions for personal equation of observers, ibr errora 
ot different Instrum ents ot o b s e rv a n ^ and for in* 
erro r of th e different clocks and chronometers. 
In some of the observations, such as tbe m easure­ 
m ent of the distance of the centre of Venus from 
the centre of tbe sun, a t a low alciiude, tbe differ­ 
ence of refraction m ust be allowed lor.

photographs m ust be m easured and reduced to

These correo- 
tiona will be combined w ith the effect of the differ­ 
ence of parallax of Venus au d the sun, while the 
la tte r will affect each observation dlflerently. 
After elim inating all possible sources of erro r 
there will rem ain especially those depending upon 
the po.sUions of Venus aud upon the parallax, and 
all these undeterm ined q uantities m ust be reduced 
to equations of condition, the coem clents of which 
m ust be determ ined for each separate observation. 
Then by tbe m ethod of least squares these eq u v 
tlons of condition m u st ne solved, giving the best 
representation possible 01 the observations. Hut 
these te s u lts will 
only be 
provlslouaL 
The 
astronom ers of o th er countries will, I presum e 
Independently to a g reat e x te n t, pursue a sim ilar 
course, and each will arrive a t provisional results 
from th eir own observations. 
Upon com parison of th e results reached by 
different nations th ere will be found discrepancies 
in all the elem ents. Then will come tbe last great 
work, com bining all. 
New values of all the un­ 
d eterm ined quan tlu ea wUl be selected, guided by 
th e several results, and w ith those values the 
theoretic tim e of each observation will be comi 
p uted and com pared w ith the observed time. All 
tbe observations of all natio n s will be rednced, 
eith er singly or In groups, to a symmetrical 
form, for the flual equations of condition, to 
elim inate, as lar as possible, the rem aining dis­ 
crepancies betw een com putation and observa­ 
tion.

The hill lor the oetter government of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, repoaed to-uay by Senator 
Morrill, of Maine, irom the Joint select committee 
appointed for tbat purpose by Congress at last 
session, provides that a department shall bo ere- 
ated in the government ol the United states to oe 
called the Department of the District ol Columbia, 
and that It shall nave a corporate capacity. It Is 
to be headed by a board or three regents to be 
appointed by tne President and confirmed by the 
Senate, and to be removable by tne President 
at any 
time 
for 
causes. 
The 
first 
board 
are 
to 
be 
appointed 
for 
terms 
of 
six, 
lour and two years respectively. Thereafter the 
term oi office will be six yearm Tiieir salaries 
will bo *4.500 each per annum. They are to ap­ 
point and to have power to remove lor cause 
subordinate boards or snperlniendenis of Health, 
Police, Excise, Street Cleaniag, public Balldinge 
and Fire Department, and also three members or 
a Board of Education, which shall contain three 
other members elected by the voters of tbe Dis­ 
trict 01 Columbia, and be presided over by the 
Unued Stales Commissioner of Edncatlon, who 
shall be er o.^loio a member. The Public Works of 
the District are to be in charge of an army 
engineer, detailed bv the President for three years, 
and the Board of District PubUc buildings will 
bo headed by the United states Superintend­ 
ent 
01 
Publio Buildings. 
The 
powers 
and 
duties of 
all these suDordlnate officers and 
Those also of the regenta are minutely specified, 
defined and limited, and the same general princi­ 
ple of rigid responalblllty runs tbrougbont the 
bill, wnich 18 very voluminoas, consisting of eighty 
printed pages, divided into fltteen chanters. The 
power to make, alter or abrogate local ordinances 
is confided exclnelvely to the Board of Regents, 
and no officers are to be elected by the people ex­ 
cept three membere or the Board of Education, aa 
above stated. The bill fixes two per cent as the 
rate of taxation which ahall be levied on all the 
real and personal property owned by Individuals 
or corporations In the District. 
The valuation 
lor the purposes of taxauon Is to be made by three 
aaeessora, appointed by the Board of Regents, and 
is to lie that Just valuation which would be recog­ 
nized on appraisement between debtor and cred­ 
itor, all taxes lo be parable to the United 
States collector of Internal Revenue, and to be 
paid by him Into the United States Treasury. 
All 
oiher fevenuen or lapnevs of the DMtrJpt are jo bq 


collected and deposited In the federal Treaaory In 
the same way. Ail vonchere and Mils of expenses 
el every de«ci1piloa are to he budited in tbe 
United Etates Treasary, and ail warrants lor the 
payments uf muneya on account of tbe DUtrtct 
shall be anbject to the Second Comptrollei of the 
United States Treasary. The bid provides ex­ 
plicitly thaA so expendltnrp or liaoidty suall be 
incurred by or :or the District ol Columbia that 
has not beeu appropriated tor oj Convreaa, and 
no pavmenu for the DUtrlct shall ue made out of 
the Treasury except in ounlormity with the ap- 
proprlatmna ot Uongreea.

According to the moat reliable authori­ 
ties, 10.000 people in the State of Nebraska are at 
the present moment In a atate of almost absolnte 
deatltution. 
They are the popnlatlon of a long 
belt of country on the western frontier of tbe 
Slate over which tbe grasshoppers passed last 
snmmer. When the plague bad apparently ended 
and the anlTerlng condition of tbe popnlatlon of 
that dlatrtct wae discovered, every effort in their 
power was made to asaiai the distressed by 
the anthorltiea and citizens of tbe state. Tbs de- 
strnotlon of the crops had been so complete and 
tbe resources leit the settlers were so alight that 
the demanda for help were far In advance of the 
anpgllea that could be gathered by those who had 
taken the work of mercy In band. They struggled 
bravely with it for a time, but were ao entirely 
unable to meet tbe lamine rnahing in upon 
them that they were obliged to acknowledge 
an 
appeal 
to 
cnarlty 
outside 
the 
state 
necessary. 
Tbe first step taken in the way of 
assisting those who had lost all they possessed 
was the establishment of a relief society. It was 
called the Omaha Aid Society. On finding one the 
inability of this association to moet the urgency 
tbe Governor of the state called a convention and 
a new organization was estjbltshed under the 
title of the Nebraska State Aid and Relief Society. 
General E. 0. C. Ord, commanding the Department 
of tbe Platte, was requested to lend hla assistance 
to the work, and he generously and promptly 
took the m atter in band. General Ord at once 
sent officers of the army to Inspect 
THE SUFPERING REGION 
and report the result. Committees, composed of 
five citizens In each of the conntles embraced in 
the belt, were appointed and through them the 
snppltes obtained were distributed. The army 
agencies along the route of the Uuion Pactflo Rail­ 
way were made the depots for the issuing of tne 
BuppiK'S and tbe headquarters for stores waa 
establtsbed at Omaha. No dxpenae of any kind was 
inonrred—or Las been np to the present time— 
and 
all 
that 
could 
be 
got 
waa 
sent 
to the people as speedily as possible. • To make 
everything reliable and ascertain that no Inatten­ 
tion of lavoritlsm should creep In, two inspectors 
were appointed to look after the details of the 
committee’s labors. One of these inspectors was 
commissioned to tbe country north of tbe Platte 
River, the other to the district south of it. Their 
salaries were paid by the Dnl>n Pacific and tbe 
Burlington and Mlssonrl railroads. While there was 
the remotest possibility of being able to carry tbe 
poor over the winter and nntli they could grow 
sufficient food for themselves. General Ord and 
the Society confined their solicitations for help to 
the limits of the State. The mement came a t lost 
when they lelt compeUeo to appeal to the benevo­ 
lence of tbe country, and they did not hesitate, 
in view ol the terrible sltnatton of so many souls,

General Brlsbln, of Omaha, who had 
visited tbe plagne stricken conntry, and hod fUr- 
nisbed General Ord with an elaborate report, was 
commlosloned to travel tbrongh the Eastern States 
and aoqoalnt the people with tbe distress at the 
settlers. General Brlabin has arrived in New York, 
and waa visited yesterday at his hotel by a re­ 
porter ot the H er a l d. In describing the people 
and their sitoation be said :— 
THESE PEOPLE 
who are solFering so terribly now are the new 
settlers on the western boundary of ibe State. 
They have none of them beeu there more than two 
years. Many have been but one. The first year or 
two they can only grow a poor description of corn 
and potatoes. It is not until the third year, when 
the 
soda rot, that they can 
get wheat. Of 
course the corn and potatoes feed them until 
the wheat comes. Beside, in aome oases they 
have a pig or get a lltcie game, and ao they strug­ 
gle on up VO the wheat crop time. This year tbe 
grasshoppers arrived, ate up all the corn end po­ 
tatoes, leaving tbe people without anytiilng. 
There was no chance for them to move or get 
away from it. Tney haa no place to go to nor

I Witnessed would take a stout heart to bear, it 
was not like a inaiMD a town or village, with his 
wife and children starvlug, who can ask assistance 
from a neighbor or Uke his rags to a Dawn shop.

If they had food. While at Arrapahoe the keeper 
ol a little store told me a story of want. He said, 
••The other day, as i was eating my dinner In toe 
room behind mo store, where my wife an<l I live, a 
little girl came Into me store, and my wiie Invited 
her to come in and be sealed uutll I had done. 
When 1 would wait on her. I noiioed the child 
looked wlsfiully at the table, and. as I passed out, 
saw the tears were rolling down her cheeks. I 
asked her wnat was the matter, but ane would not 
tell me.

I am the oldest. We have a IDtle flour in the bar­ 
rel.

Father says, ‘When tbe floor Isoni 
we will starve.’ but motner says. -fP d will take 
care of us.’ 
Our neighbor. Mrs. Winters, le as 
badly off as ourselves, and.

In the wisdom of 
Congress, and I do not doubt .their wUdom 
in tbe premises, regarding the necessity of the 
times, to devise a system oi national currency 
wblcb proved to be impossible to keep on a p ar 
with the recognized currency of the civilized 
world. This begot a spirit of specnlatton Involving 
an extravagance and luxury not required for tbe 
happtne-*8 or prosperity of a people, and mvolvlng 
both directly and indirectiy foreign indebted­ 
ness.

Taese two causes, how­ 
ever, have involved ua in a foreign Indebtedness 
contracted In good lalth by borrow er and lender, 
wnlch should be paid In ooin, and, according to 
tue bond agreed npon when tbe debt was con­ 
tracted, in gold or Its eqnivaient.

Isftb of tbe governm ent cannot be violated tow ard 
creditors w dbont national disgrace. 
COMNZBOB SBUl'LD BE ENCOCRAGEO. 
But our commerce should be encouraged. A m eri­ 
can shipbuilding and carrying capacity increased,

S lates wisely, freely and liberally offers its citizen­ 
ship to all who may come In good lalth to reside 
within tu lim iu, on their complying with certain 
pre*( ribed reasonable and simple formalities and 
coudittoDB. 
Among the highest duties of the gov­ 
ernm ent IS that to afford ilrm, efficient and eqnal 
proieciloD to all Us citizens, w heiher native i>orn 
or naturalized, 
care shouid be taken tn at a rlgnt 
carrying witn It such support irom thegoveinm eat 
Bhunld nut be fraudulently obtaUicd, and siiould 
be bestowed only upon full proof oi a compdaiice 
w ith the law , 
and yet there are irequt-ni in- 
stau ces of illegal aud fraudnlent naturalization 
and ol tne unauthorized use of cerciflcates thus 
Im pioperly ooiained. 
In some cases the frundu- 
len i Character ol the naturalization has nppeared 
upon tne lace ot the ceriiflcate Itsell; In others ex­ 
am ination (iisciosea tn at m e holder imd not com­ 
plied with the law, and in others certificates have 
been obtained wnere the persons holdtuj them 
not only were not entitled to be naturalized, but had 
not even been w ithin the United states at the 
tim e of the pretended naturalization. 
Instances 
of each ol tnese classes or iraiid are discovered at 
onr legations, w here the certificates of n atu rali­ 
zation are presented, either lor ihu purpose of ub- 
tainliig pa.-sport« or in dem anding protection of

SHALL THE REVENUES SB INCBEASEB ? 
I snbiOit w hether the revenues should not be 
increased or expenditures dim lulshed to reach 
m is am ount oi surplus. Not to provide lor the 
sinking lund is a partial failure to comply with tbe 
contracts and obligations of the governm ent.

atten tio a to tbe loss of revenue irom repealing 
tne tax on tea aud coffee without benefit to the 
consumer, recom m ends au Increase of ten cents 
a gallon on whiskey, and, lurther, th at no modifi­ 
cation be made in the Banking and Currency bill 
passed at the last session of Congress unless modi­ 
fication Should become necessary by reason ol the 
adoption of m easures for returning to specie pay­ 
m ents.

BKADJUSTMENT OF TUE TARIFF. 
I would Buggeai to Congress the propriety 
of readjusting the tariff so as to increase tbe 
revenue 
and at the sam e time decrease the 
num ber of arilcles upon which duties are levied. 
Those articles which enter Into cur m anuiaotnres 
and are not produced at home, U seem s to me, 
should be entered iree. Those articles of m anu- 
lactu re which we produce a constituent p art ot, 
but do not produce the whole, th at wnlch we do 
not produce should en ter tree also. 1 will Instance 
fine wool, dyes, Ac. These articles m ust be im­ 
ported to form a p art of th e m anufacture or tbe 
higher grades oi woollen goods, chem icals used as 
dyes, compounded In m edicines and used in vari­ 
ous ways in m anufactures, come under this class. 
Tbe inirodnctlon tree of duty ol such wools as we 
do not produce should stlmulffte tbe m anuiacture 
of goods requiring 
tbe use of tbose we do 
produce, and, therefore, would be a benefit to 
home prodnctloD. There are many articles en te r­ 
ing into home m annfactures which we do not pro­ 
duce ourselves, the u n ff upon which increases 
the cost of producing the m anufactured article. 
All corrections in this regard are in the direction 
of bringing labor and capital in harmony w ith 
each other and ot supplying one of tbe elem ents of 
property so m uch needed. 
THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
The report of the secretary of War, here­ 
w ith 
attached 
and 
forming a p art of this 
Message, gives 
all 
the Iniorm atlon concern­ 
ing the operations, w ants and necessities of 
tbe army, and contains m any snggesiioas and 
recom m endations wnich 1 commend 
to 
your 
special atten tio n . 
There Is no class of govern­ 
m ent em pioyés who are harder worked than the 
officers and men, none wno periorm th eir 
more cbeerfnlly and efficiently and under 
circum stancei of g reater privations and haru- 
ships. 
Legialatlon is desirable to render m ore 
efficient 
thla 
branch of the public service. 
All tbe recom m endations of the secretary of War 
I regard as judicious, ana I especially com m end to 
your attention the lo llo w ln g T h e consolidation 
of tbe governm ent arsenals; the restoration of 
mileage to officers trayeiling nnder o rders; the 
exem ption ol money received Irom the sale of sub­ 
sistence stores ironi being covered Into the Treas­ 
ury : the use o: aprroprlations for the purchase of 
subsistence stores without w atting lor tbe begin­ 
ning of the fiscal year lor which the appro­ 
priation Is m ad e; for additional appropriations 
lor .ne collecuuD of torpedo m aterial; 
lor in­ 
creased appropriations lor the m anuiacture of 
a rm s; lor relieving the various s u te s from in ­ 
debtedness for arm s charged to them during the 
rebellion; for dropping officers from the rolls of 
the army, w itnout trial, lor draw ing pay m ore tnan 
ouce lor tbe sam e period; lor tbe discouragem ent

The subject of cheap tran sp o rtatio n has oo- 
cupled tbe atten tio n or Cougresa.

RESUMPTION OF 8PECIB PATMBNT. 
So much has been spoken and w ritten w ithin 
the last decade, aad especially at the last session 
01 UonpresH, on the Quoincial questions relating to 
and growing out ol our currency system , th at 
further extended discussion of the subject at thU 
time would scarcely seem to be necessary. The 
opinions entertained ana expressed by puoiio m en 
and com m unities oi people, as well as the sense of 
Congress as heretolore indicated by the votes of 
tne two houses, m ust be accepted as one ol the 
factors ol the financial problem. Nevertheless, 
the great and param ount Im portance of arriving 
a t an ultim ate solution of the m atter, and of re­ 
storing to the governm ept and the people a sound 
and stable currency, Induces the Secretary to 
bring the subject again to the atten tio n of Con­ 
gress, and to usK th at decisive steps be now taken 
by the law making power for retu rn to a specie 
basis. To attem p t an ' num eration oi the com ­ 
plicated mischiefs which flow irom an unstable or 
inconveruble currency would carry this rep o rt to 
inexcusable length, aud, alter all, would be but 
a repetition of what has been often said. 
No 
nation can long neglect the wholesome maxims, 
founded upon universal experience, th at nphold 
public credit wltbunt suffering financial disturb­ 
ances and bringing serlpus consequences upon Its 
people. It Will not be denied th at tne ex isu n g 
issue of legal tender notes, as a clrcn.atm g me­ 
dium, would never have been m ade ex cep t lu m e 
g reat em ergency or a w ar involving no less an 
Issue than tne preservation ot the uatlon. W hether 
the areum eut in support of tbe validity of the 
legal tender acts be restea upon the w ar powers 
conferred on the governm ent by tbe constunuon 
or on other provisions or th a t instrum ent, it is 
Clear th at Congress could not have been Induced 
to pass such acts under any other olrcninstaudes 
than in a time of tne m ost pressing and u rgent 
need, snch as a state of war only produces. The 
m ust earnest defenders of tbe power to Issue gov- 
ernm ent obligations and m ake them by law legal 
tender for all debts, public and private, would 
scarcely be round to advocate the exercise of the 
power except under circum stances of extrem e 
necessity,

United States Is solemnly pledged to tbe paym ent, 
in coin or its equivalent, of all obligations of the 
United S tates not bearlM interest, xnow n as 
United sta te s notes.”

affirms th at “tbe United S tates solemnly pledges

Uirougbuut the world as a m edinm of exchange, 
has a high Inirlnslc value, can be procured only 
by labor and m limited quantities which cannot be 
increased by statutory laws, nor snddenly by o ther 
m eans, while Inconvertible paper money may be 
produced lu Indefinite qnan titles a t a nominal 
cost, a note of the highest denom ination costing 
no m ore than the lowest, and u s volume depend­ 
ing solely on legislative enactm ent. The history 
of irredeemuole paper currency repeats Use if 
whenever and wherever it is used. It increases 
preseut prices, deludes the laborer w ith the idea 
th at he is getting higher wages, and brings a 
fictitious prosperity, irom which follow inflation 
of business and credit and excess oi enterprise 
in ever-lucreasing ratio, until u is discovered th at 
trad e and commerce have become fatally diseased. 
When confidence Is destroyed, aud then cornea tne 
shock to credit, lollowed by d isaster aud depres­ 
sion, and a dem and for relief by m rth er issues. 
A dollar legal tender note, such as is now la ctr- 
cuiauou. Is neither more nor less than the prom ­ 
ise 01 the governm ent to pay a dollar to Uie 
bearer, while no express provision is m ade by law 
lor paying the dollar at any time w hatever; nor is 
there any existing provision for converting It into 
anything th at stands In a tangible ratio to a com 
dollar. As far as existfbg laws go, there is no 
reason why the legal tender note ot tue denomi­ 
nation 01 a dollar should pass fur one cent of gold, 
except so tar as tbe governiueut compels creditors 
to accept It m discharge of obUgacions to pay 
money, and obliges the w ealth aud commerce of 
tne country to adopt it as a medium of exchange. 
To tins may be added, as an elem ent of the value 
of the legal tender dollar, the hope th at the gov­ 
ernm ent will sometime or o ther redeem Us paper 
prom ises according to their impcTt.

Tins in­ 
convertible paper currency begets tbe delusion 
th at the remedy for private pecuniary distress is 
Id legislative m easures, and m akes tne people un­ 
mindful ot the fact that the true remedy is m 
g reater production aud less spendmg, and th at 
real prosperitv comes only irom individual effort 
and tbriiU 
When exchanges are again made lu 
coin or m a currency convertible Into it a t the will 
Of the holder, tnU tru th win be understood and 
acted upon. It is not intenaed to call m question 
the coustitutlonal validity of the legal tender 
acts, nor the wisdom of tuose who. m the m idst 
Ol a rebellion whicb taxed the utm ost resources 
and energies of tne nation, deem ed the issue of 
such notes essential to success. R epeated adjudi- 
cstlous Of the highest Judicial tribunal of me land 
sustaining ihelr validity m ust be accepted as con- 
01 usive of tbe question. All th at is now m eant to be 
asserted Is, m at the exigencies which required tbe 
issue Of such notes have passed away, and the 
tim e baa come for taking such steps as may be 
necessary to redeem the pledge tben made. The 
power to do so, as well as the selection of m eans 
to th at end, Is with Congress. The SecreU ry can 
do neither m ore nor less thau obey and execute 
such laws as Congress may enact. 
While It seems

Between the day thus to 
be fixed and tbe time of final resumption a suf­ 
ficient period Should elapse to euabie the people 
and banks to prepare for tbe latter by sucn 
gradual processes in bnslness as will neither lead 
to violent contractloh In credit and values nor 
suddeuly increase tne obllgauona of debtors. The 
sudden and im mediate appreciation of the paper 
dollar to its par valoe in gold la not only no neces­ 
sary elem ent of redem ption, out, as far as practi­ 
cable, should be avoided. If during tbe period of 
tbe war the legal tender acts operated as a bank­ 
ru p t law, oompelllng creditors to give acqnittances 
upon tn e receipt ot less than the full am ount of 
their debts, this Is no reason why the law for 
resum ption shouKknuw compel debtors a t once to 
pay essentially more than they have contracted to 
The adoptlou of such m easures as will nor 
oenly increase the obligations of debtors will 
go far to allay and disarm whatever popular oppo- 
siuon to resum ption ol specie paym ents may now 
exist, and, besides, would be out jUst to the debtor 
class. The day from which new contract-! m ust be 
discharged fn ouln should be fixed safflclently far 
In advance to give tne people and tbe banks time 
to understand it and to prepare themselves for it. 
It Is believed that not m any months will be neces­ 
sary for. th at purpose; but, to avoid the mlacldeft 
already Indicated; this day should precede the day 
of final resum ption by a longer period. The tim e 
Should not. In the opinion of the becretary, be ex ­ 
tended beyond three years, and m ight saiely be 
made a s much less ae In the judgm ent of Congress 
would Buffloiently protect the Interests of debtors 
and avoid the evils of too sudden contraction. 
The law should also authorize the im m ediate con­ 
version oflegal tender notes into bonds bearing a

As an additional Inducem ent to the conver­ 
sion of United Biaies notes into these bonds 
at a low rate of luterest, authority sUould be 
given lor m aking thorn secnrlty for tne circulation 
of national banks. Tiie law should farther pro­ 
vide the m eans lor tbe redem ption ol such notes 
as may be presented tor th at purposs when the 
period of resum ption shall have been reached. 
To this end tbe becretary should be authorized to 
m ake a loan not exceeding the total am ount of 
n otes rem aining unconverted at the tim e 01 re­ 
sum ption, less tbe surplus revenue to be made 
applicable to such resum ption. It is probable th at 
the gradual and continued revival of business 
will 80 far increase the revenues that a large loan 
will not be required for this purpose; bat it is ad­ 
visable th at the secretary be authorized to make 
It in order to m eet the contingency ol a failure of 
sufficient surplus revenues. 
Such a loan should 
be made by Issuing bonds to run lor such time as 
tbe wisdom of Congress may suggest, and to be 
disposed 01 from time to tim e as the necessities 
01 the case may rei^utre. In tbe opinion oi tbe 
Secretary these bonds should run for a long period, 
and shonld bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
the lowest rate which tbe governm ent may then be 
paying In reinndlng its six per cent secniTties.

Tbe pres­ 
ent condition of the credit of the governm eht, 
which w orld be iurther enhanced by the adoption 
of m easures fur return to a specie basis, leaves no 
room for doubt th at a loan fur such purpose would 
be readily taken at a low rate of interest. Meas­ 
ures Should also be adopted requiring the banks 
to hold gold reserves preparatory to resum ption 
on iheir part. But the Secretary does not deem 
It proper to pursue the m atter Into further detail. 
II Congress shall conclude, as he earnestly hopes 
It will, th at the time has arrived lor the enact­ 
m ent of a law having lor its object resum ption of 
specie paym ents, its own wisdom will supply the 
necessary mathuds. That which Is of tne nighesi 
Im portance la tne adoption of the definite policy 
of resum ption.

It was tbe direct and im m ediate result of th a t ex ­ 
cessive developm ent of speculative enterprises, 
over-trading, and inflation of credit whicn invari­ 
ably lollow large Issues 01 inconvertible paper cur­ 
rency. J 'h e alm ost boundless resources aud en er­ 
gies of Cbe country m ust compel the gradual re­ 
establishm ent Of business; but capital, with Its 
accustom ed sensitiveness to danger, Is slow to 
retu rn to the aveunes of trade.

BOONOMT AND HONBST APPROPRIATIOWa. 
The Secretary contends th at not only is rigid 
economy reqalred by reason of the p reseu t condi­ 
tion of the public revenues, but fidelity to obliga­ 
tions and a Just sense of responsibility to the 
people, dem and It, as the confidence of the 
peoj'le will be given o r withheld accordingly 
as the governm ent is falthinlly, honestly and 
economically adm m lstered, o r otherw ise. When 
It is understood th at not a dollar is taken irom 
the people by taxation beyond what Is needlul for 
the legitim ate purposes of the governm ent, they 
will not withhold thetr confidence or rem se to 
support Its financial m easures. At such a time 
loans are freely taken and taxes ciieeriully paid. 
It is essential to the proper strength of the gov­ 
ernm ent at home, as well as to Its credit abroad, 
th at no g reater taxes be levied than are required 
lo.carry on its necessary operations and to m ain­ 
tain the national faith and honor by prom nt pay­

San Príncisco, Nov. 29, 1874. 
n ts Majesty King Kaiaxaua, of the sandwich 
Isiuuds, arrived at a late hour last night, m the 
United States corvette Benioia, cap tain William 
B. Hopklnn, eleven days irom Honolulu. The voy­ 
age to this port was made, for the g reater p art of 
tbe way, under sail, a strong southeast gale favor­ 
ing the ship, and forcing her, nnder all the canvas 
she could carry, ten and eleven knots an hour, 
which proved to be a veritable providential ais- 
pensatton, because when the gaie subsided anu tbe 
ship was driven ahead ny her engine.» two of the 
four boilers gave out, and the speed dropped from 
ten to six knots againsi head w inds. 
However, 
tbo 
passage 
of 
eleven 
days 
was 
not 
so 
very 
prolonged, 
and 
as 
the 
ship 
made 
moss com fortable w eather and all on board 
were well seasoned travellers, including the King 
and his suite, everybody enjoyed the trip. The 
cabin of Captain Hopkins had been fitted up for 
the accom m iidatlon of the royal guests tn as ele­ 
g an t and com fortable a m anner as possible In 
Honolulu, in obedience to Insirucilons from the 
Navy D epartm ent. It was beautifully decorated 
w ltb flags and adorned w ith green leaves, which 
retained their freshness and eolor for a long um e, 
and festooned w ith trailing tropical vines. The 
after p art of the cabin, occupied by His Majesty 
and Hon. Mr. Pierce. United States M inister to the 
Sandwich Islands, was separated Irom the forward 
p art or dining room by a drapery of flags. Hta 
M ajesty had a room w ith a broad, elegant bed­ 
stead, canopied and luxuriantly fitted up, with 
bathroom and closets adjoining, and the neces­ 
sary furniture, expresaly purchased for the occa­ 
sion. 
The m odest supply of table fnrnltnre farnisbed 
com m anders of vessels by o ar governm ent was 
supplem ented by liberal and suitable reinforce­ 
m ents of appropriate seta of duues, to enable the 
g uests to dine In a satisfactory style, and a gen­ 
erous provision was exhibited by tne purveyor lu 
laying in proper stores of edibles and the accom- 
panytng fluids, which tend so well to relieve the 
tedium of a sea voyage. 
The Captain’s servauta 
w ere aided by the well trained servants 0/ the 
King. Nothing was w anting to make m e trip tn 
every way royal In Its Joya and pleaanrea. Tne 
company was small and harmontons. It consisted 
of the King, Governors j . 0. Domlnls and J. M. 
Kupena, hia private secretary, E. N. Mayor, Hon. 
H. A. Pierce, United S tates M inister Resident, who 
accom panies the Ring as th e representative of tne 
United States governm ent, and the gallant and 
aplnted host, C aptain Hopkins, who dispenses hla 
hospitality with a grace and charm ing dignity char­ 
acteristic of the naval officer of the golden days. In 
C aptain Hopkins the Navy D epartm ent fojjind a 
representative adm irably fitted for the deUoate 
poaltion of boat to an honored guest of tbe people 
of the Dhitea Statea—a fact which was cordially 
recognized by Hia Majesty and aalta. During tbe 
passage the King honored daily tw o or three 
officers of the ship with an Invitation to dine with 
him, until all of the w ardroom mess bad enjoyed 
bis liberal hospitality. 
With tbe crew the King 
laid aside all ceremony, and conversed fireely with 
th e men. asking qnestlons about the dally routine 
of ship’s Uf^ the m anagem ent of the battery and 
the history of their lives, m eanwhile distributing 
cigars here and there and evincing in every 
way bis Interest In th etr welfare. Prom all 
bands, blgh and low, tne kindest expressions 
or good wiU tow ard Bis Majesty are heard. Be 
Is generous and liberal, and thoroughly demo- 
oratlo In his feelings, and never falls to enjoy 
g re at popularity w nerever he Is known. AU were, 
therefore, sorry to p a rt wltb him this m orning 
When he left th*e ship to land on tho American 
C ontinent. His suite w ere equally agreeable and 
p leasan t as m essm ates, ana left a desirable mem­ 
ory behind them. 
BKCBITINO TffE KINO. 
The Benicia having anchored late last night off 
the Presidio, steam ed p ast the city this m orning to 
the man-of-war anchorage a t Mission Bay, receiving 
as she moved p a st A lcatraz a national salute o f 
tw enty-one guns, in honor of the royal Hawaiian 
ensign which flew a t her main. The Benicia’s 
heavy guns retu rn ed salnte for salute, and on the 
arrival a t Mission Bay additional exchanges of 
th nnderlng com plim ents w ere given by the United 
S tates frigate Saranac, cap tain W. w.

A NECBSSARY OOBBECTION. 
And herein I may as well correct an erroneous 
re p o rt found lu one p fih e San Francisco papers, 
which seemed to Indicate th a t tho King waa 
pleased with tho success of tb e dem ocratic party. 
Uf course he is n o t fam iliar with the peculiar views 
or the dlM^rent political parties of the United 
States, and If he were he would not venture to ex- 
p. ess an opinion either one way or another. Ue 
is, however, a tree trader, and would be pleased 
to see a party with th at Idea succeed so far as the 
in tere sts of the Sandwich Islands are concerned. 
B ut of dem ocracy and republicanism , as popu­ 
larly recognized in this country, he la not fam iliar 
and has no opinions to express. So much U due 
to the King, Who has been m isrepresented beré.

The sixth annual Message of president 
Grant is a more creditable document, both in 
point of rea£oaing and literary oxooution, than 
its predecessors from the some source. 
It is, 
indeed, open to criticism in point of language, 
but mere style is so trivial a matter, provided 
the ideas are intelligibly conveyed, that fas­ 
tidious criticism would be puerile. 
The 
President is to be judged by the sagacity of 
bis recommendations. The Measagc is respect­ 
able in point of composition, aud quite free 
from the verbiage which is the besetting fault 
of the literary tribe. 
Dismissing such trivial­ 
ities as unworthy of serious attention we 
proceed to consider the Message on the higher 
aud broader grounds which alone make it 
deserving of comment 
The first point which will naturally enlist 
curiosity is the attitude of the President as the 
head of a defeated political party. 
Of course 
the dignity oi his position precludes any direct 
reference to the late elections, and we most 
collect his sentiments from scattered indica­ 
tions in various parts of the docomeut 
But 
these indications, though not obtruded, are 
unmistakable. 
The President makes it clear 
enough that, in his view, the three principal 
canses which have led to the disastrous defeat 
of his party are the prostration of busineas, 
the condition of the Southern States and the 
unsuccessful experiment of reforming the civil 
service. 
This is not directly stated, but it is 
necessarily impbed in the texture of his views 
on those subjects. 
President Grant puts the 
financial question in the foreground, and 
gives it more space than any other topic. 
But he assigns such reasons for the stagnation 
of business as would exempt his administra­ 
tion from blame. 
He represents it as the 
consequence of the bloated, irredeemable 
currency forced on tbe country by the 
war, 
which matured 
its evil fruits in 
the 
panic of 
last year. 
Thera is an 
implication 
that the 
responsibility doe.s 
not rest with him, bat with the national ne­ 
cessities that caused tbe debasement of onr 
currency. 
He, therefore, recommends that 
Congress, “ ignoring the post,” legislate for 
speedily discarding the irredeemable cur­ 
rency forced on us by the* war, and for re­ 
turning, as rapidly as possible, to a specie 
basis. 
From this line of reasoning Presi­ 
dent Grant wishes it to be inferred that our 
financial disasters are not chargeable to his 
administration, but to the fiscal legislation 
under President Lincoln, of which the con­ 
sequences did not fully ripen until last year. 
He also makes an indirect attempt to clear 
himself from responsibiLty for the unfortunate 
condition of the South. 
He professes to dep­ 
recate the obligation which has been forced 
upon him of interfermg with the Southern 
State goveznments. 
He justifies his inter­ 
ference in a tone of apology, and professes to 
regret its necessity. 
He confesses that South, 
em citizens have suffered grievous wrongs, 
and admits that “ the better part of them” 
have “a disposition to be law-abiding and to 
do no violence either to individuals or to the 
laws existing,” and says that he “sympathizes 
witn their prostrate condition, and would 
do all in his power to relieve them, acknowl­ 
edging that they have had most trying govern, 
ments to live under, and very oppressive 
ones in the way of taxation.” 
This line ot 
remark attests his wish to conciliate the 
people of the South, and is an implied recog­ 
nition of the effect of their wrongs on public 
opinion os declared in the recent elections. 
He feels tbe necessity of pacifying tbe South, 
and among his minor recommendations he 
asks Congress to restore to the pension list 
the pensioners of the war of 1812 who were 
cut off by their participation in the rebellion. 
This defensive, apologetic tone in reference to 
the South evinces the President’s sense that 
the condition of that section is one of tbe main 
causes of the recent political revolution. 
Ho 
feels also that the pretended civil service reform, 
which has so disappointed public expectation, 
is one of the causes of defeat, and he threat­ 
ens to abandon it unless Congress enacts the 
civil service rules into a law. 
He tries to 
make it appear that he has failed in that re­ 
form because he was not properly supported. 
“If Congress adjourns,” he says, “without 
positive legislation on the subject, I will re­ 
gard such action as a disapproval of the sys­ 
tem and will abandon it. Competitive ex­ 
aminations will be abandoned.” 
As it is 
quite certain that Congress regards civil ser­ 
vice reform as a specious humbug, and will 
pass no such law, this is a convenient ruse 
for getting quit of it and recovering the un­ 
restrained power of appointment and removal 
for political purposes. 
The sum of the Mes­ 
sage, 80 far as it has a party bearing, is a 
committal of the President to the restoration 
of a sound currency, an implied promise to 
treat the South with lenity and justice, and to 
abandon the civil service reform unless Con­ 
gress supports it by legislation. 
This is the 
programme of President Grant for reinstating 
the republican party. 
In trying to estimate some of the prominent 
views of the Message we will take up Cuba 
and the Spanish qnestion first, because it is 
really connected with the topics we have just 
been considering and is a part of General 
Grant’s party policy. 
It is a trump card held 
in reserve. 
If Congress does not accept his 
domestic recommendations, or if the laws it 
passes do not answer bis expectations, the 
President looks to the redeeming influence of 
a popular foreign war. 
He has got things in 
such a train that he can precipitate a war 
with .Spain whenever be chooses. 
The cur­ 
rency, the South, and, the civil service are 
subjects within the control of Congress. 
But 
tbe foreign relations of the govemmeut are 
exempt from such control except in the last re­ 
sort, and may be so 
managed by the 
Executive as to leave Congress no choice as to 
whether it shall defend the national honor. 
The President has got the Spanish question 
into such a state that it can be fanned into a 
flame whenever be thinks it expedient, and he 
relies on the country to support him in a war 
in which the abolition of slavery in Cuba and 
breaking the yoke of colonial servitude will be 
tbe leading ideas. 
Bat General Grant makes 
a stnpendous mistake if be thinks he can 
play this desperate game with success. 
It has happened in the corrupt adminis­ 
tration 
of 
justice 
in this misgoverned 
city that indictments have been “pigeon­ 
holed,” to sleep nutil some party exigency can 
be served by their prosecution, when they are 
pnshed to trial, not in the interest of jastice, 
but of party views. 
If President Grant has 
“pigeon-holed” onr just oomplolnts against 
Spain with such a ouruose h« will have cause 


to rue the day when he moditated such a 
trick. 
England has got her claims for the 
Virginius outrage settled, because her govern­ 
ment had no selfish ulterior objecta Our supe­ 
rior claims for reparation have been suffered to 
linger, and if it shall appear in the sequel that 
the President has nursed them in order to 
keep alive a pretext for war to serve party 
ends he will be borne down by a storm of 
public indignation. 
As Webster once said, 
“Our party differences should oease at the 
water’s edge," and if PrMident Grant has 
been prolonging a quarrel with Spain to be 
kindled into war for party purposes he will 
be the most disgraced President that ever 
held that ofQoe. 
The financial recommendations of the Mes­ 
sage ore sound in principle bnt defective in 
detaila 
The President's views and those of 
the Secretary of the Treasury are substan- 
tially ideuticiil, but Secretary Bristow is fuller 
and more specific in pointing out the execu­ 
tive methods for restoring a sound currency. 
The grand speoiflo of both the President and 
the Secretary is the passage of a law fixing a 
day for the repeal of the Legal Tender act 
With all due deference we think this an un­ 
wise recommendation, not, indeed, as unfit in 
itself, but as misplaced in the proper order of 
proceedings. 
A near day for the repeal would 
convulse and ruin the business of the coun­ 
try, as both the President and the Secretary 
are aware, and they would, therefore, have 
the 
date 
fixed three 
years hence. But 
so distant 
a day would 
only increase 
the uncertainties 
of commercial 
calcula­ 
tions. 
Congress 
meets 
every year, and 
daring the three years the chance would 
three times recur of a repeal of the repealing 
act 
No bnsineas man could count on the 
future, because be could have no assurance 
as to what Congress might do meanwhile in 
obedience to public clamor. 
The repeal of 
the Legal Tender act, instead of being the 
first, should be tbe last act in the programme 
for specie payments. 
The object of present 
legislation should be to gradually bring the 
greenbacks to par, which may easily be done 
without stripping them of their legal tender 
feature. 
The government has only to dimin­ 
ish their amount by cautious fundiug to moke 
them equal to gold, and a dearth of currency 
can at the same time be avoided by safe 
changes 
in 
the 
national 
banking 
law, 
authorizing the banks to increase their 
issues 
to 
meet 
the 
wants 
of 
busi­ 
ness. 
When the greenbacks are securely 
brought 
to 
par 
by this 
method 
the 
Legal Tender act can be at once repealed 
without injustice to the debtor class. 
Bnt its 
repeal now, to take effect three years hence, 
besides throwing everything into uncertainty 
by the possible intervening action of Con­ 
gress, would have no perceptible effect 
Sup­ 
posing the average of bank credits to be three 
months, the banks might loan and recover 
their money twelve times daring the remain­ 
ing lUe of the legal tender, and in all the 
earlier part of the period they would conduct 
their business precisely as if no such law had 
been passed. 
The law would affect no con­ 
tracts except those for the payment of money 
at a distant period. 
Contracts maturing after 
the expiration of the three years would be 
made 
on a gold basis, 
but 
the mass 
of business 
engagements of short dates 
would not 
be influenced- at 
all until 
near 
the 
termination 
of 
the 
period. 
But a cautious reduction é f the greenbacks 
would bring them gradually to i>ar; author­ 
ity for the banks to expand, subject to re­ 
demption, would prevent a dearth of cur­ 
rency; and when the businesk of the country 
had reached the stage at which the bank 
notes were kept at the same value as green­ 
backs, at par with gold, it woald be as cheap 
for the banks to keep gold reserves as green­ 
back reserves, and the remaining steps to 
specie payments would bo easy, A repeal of 
the Legal T e n d ^ act at that stage would 
crMte no anxiety,^ause no shock and lead to 
no disturbance of any business relation. 


The Treweurjr R eport. 
The recommendations of Secretary Bristow 
in respect to resumption of specie payments 
are elsewhere fully oonsiderod in connection 
with the opinions advanced by the President 
in bis Message, and wo would here briefly 
call attention to other important subjects in­ 
cluded in the Treasury report 
Tbe exhibi­ 
tion of receipts and oipenditnres shows that 
in tbe fiscal year ending June 30, 1874, the 
net 
revenues of 
the government 
were 
$289,478,756 
and 
the ordiaiaiy expenses 
$287,133,873, leaving a surplus revenue of 
$2,344,882. 
In the first quarter of tbe present 
fiscal year the net ordinary receipts were 
$80,884,285, and the total ordinary expendi­ 
tures $85,313,489. 
The receipts for the whole 
year are estimated at $284.318,285, and the 
expenditures at $275,315,489, which 
leaves 
asurplus of $9,002,796 to bo applied to the 
sinking fund. 
As the law requires that the 
sum ol $31,096,545 shall be set apart for this 
purpose there will be a deficiency in the 
sinking fund account on June 30. 1875, of 
$22,093,748. 
The progress made in refund­ 
ing the national debt is exhibited. 
The 
reports of the national bank system prove, in 
Mr. Bristow’s opinion, that there is a large 
amonnt of currency in excess of the legitimate 
needs of bnsincss, and that the argument is 
fallacious that expansion 
is 
the proper 
remedy for 
the 
general depression. 
The 
present tendency to decline 
in 
revenue 
from 
customs 
is 
then considered, 
and 
it 
if intimated that 
the legislation 
of 
Congress at its late session has encouraged 
smuggling. 
The exhibit of the internal reve­ 
nue receipts is regarded as satisfactory. 
There is little improvement in tbe foreign 
carrying trade. 
Over seventy-two per cent of 
our imports and exports were during the last 
fiscal year carried in foreign vessels. 
The 
life-saving service is examined, and its bene­ 
fits are thought to fully justify its expense. 
The lighthouse service, coast survey, marine 
hospitals, steamboat Inspection and other de- 
partmento are reported to be in a sotislactory 
condition. 
One point upon which Secretory 
Bristow dwells with much earnestness is the 
importance of rigid economy in the public 
expenditurea. 
He says, with force, that 
“government cannot long exist in a prosper- 
ona condition 
without the confidence of 
tbe people, and that confidence will be given 
or withhold accordingly as the government is 
faithfully, honestly and economically ad­ 
ministered or otherwise.” This is a truism, 
but it is easily lost sight of and can hardly be 
urged too often. 
The report is better writ­ 
ten than is generally the case with official 
documents: but it is. srlth the exception of a 


few leading arguments, merely a summary of 
the reports of the various bureaus, and is 
thus 
additional 
demonstration 
that tbe 
Treasury Department is now too large for any 
one man to comprehend and 
personally 
direct 
Several of the bureaus which the 
Secretary ia theoretically supposed to manage 
are practically beyond his controL 


The multitades that crowd our thorough­ 
fares, the mechanics, speculators and mer­ 
chant prinoes-who meet in tbe arena of oom- 
mercial conflict are not more absorbed to-day 
in schemes by which to climb to extended 
influence and wealth than are the apostles of 
astronomical science in the study and solution 
of a problem momentous in its imporUnce to 
the entire civilized world. If wo cast forward 
a prophetic glance of the mind’s eye to the 
fourth day of July, 1876, we can realize how 
the booming of a thousand cannon and the 
mellow chimes of a thousand bells, inter­ 
mingled with cries of gladness from every 
town and hilltop and homestead in the giant 
Bepublio of the West, will usher in a day of 
festival and joy commemorative of eventful 
battles fought and won and of one of the 
moet glorious triumphs of modem times in 
the cause of human freedom. 
What that 
centennial 
celebration 
will 
be 
to 
us 
this eighth day of December is to the 
astronomical 
and 
tbe 
whole 
scientific 
world. Its dawn has not beeu heralded with 
the same pomp or regalia of war, for it ia a 
centennial of one of science’s peaceful strug­ 
gles^ and an epoch in the era of increased 
enlightenment and happiness for men. Never­ 
theless, tbe busy throngs of men upon the 
highways seem to be little mindful of it, for 
the scenes of its practical celebration are laid 
in other climes than ours. 
Before another 
sun shall rise from the Atlantio waves the 
planet Venus, in its journey round the grand 
luminary, will have passed between it and 
the earth—an event which has not oconrred 
for the past hundred years. This long looked 
for phenomenon will be scanned and scruti­ 
nized to-day by detachments of scientific 
observers in every portion of the illuminated 
hemisphere of the earth. No region has been 
left unexplored wherein it was thought that 
positions favorable for successful observances 
could be obtained. Accordingly the footsteps 
of the scientific army may be traced in every 
quarter of Ihe globe save our own. For in 
the 
heart 
of 
the 
Asiatic 
Continent, 
on the desert plains of Africa, among the 
isles of the Southern seas, on the burning 
sands of Hindostán and from the frozen cliffs 
of Siberia, astronomers of every country and 
race are at this moment manipulating their 
scientific apparatus and pointing their tele­ 
scopes at the sun in anxioos expectation of 
the wonderiul event United in spirit, in pur­ 
pose and in heart as they are, the more ma­ 
terial bond of tbe electric telegraph chains 
them together, and interchanges their thoughts 
and sympathies with lightning speed from 
end to end of the earth. It is needless to recapit­ 
ulate here tbe nature ot the observations aud 
their importance to navigation, commerce and 
science, as well as their inflnence on the spec- 
nlations regarding the myriads of celestial 
worlds that wander through the vault ol 
heaven; those have already been fully set 
forth in the H eeald. 
In the unirersities, col­ 
leges and schools of the nations, in the scientific 
institntions and homes of learned men, many 
a mind is this day rejoiced, and awaits with 
quickening pulse the momeutons intelligence 
which will soon be flashing over the seas and 
continents the results of the labors of the 
scientists in observing the transit of the 
morning star. 
While we mentally contem­ 
plate this glorioos spectacle of learned men, in 
the interest of. science and humanity cleaving 
their way to the limits of the world and bat­ 
tering down with colossal force the barriers 
which hitherto half concealed the wondrous 
works of the universe, it ia impossible not to 
admire the majestic stride that science has 
made within recent centuries, and the admira­ 
ble part it plays in binding more closely 
together the nations of the earth. The con­ 
quests of old were mainly those of arms and 
physical force ; but, like every material work, 
they perish and crumble beneath the wand of 
Time ; whereas triumphs like those which it 
is hoped to achieve to-day will endure to the 
latest ages, and the names connected there­ 
with will be linked with the Keplers and the 
Newtons, to share their fame and immor­ 
tality, evoking the gratitude and admiration 
of poeterity forever. 


I n te r a a t lo a a l C o p y rlg k t. 
We publish this morning on interesting and 
valaable communicAtion from James Apple­ 
ton Morgan disonssing the whole question of 
international copyright 
Mr. Morgan pre­ 
sents the case with clearness and learning. 
The conclusion of his argument is:—“The 
fact that a work can be furnished to the public 
more cheaply by appropriating the property of 
its author therein than by paying for it is 
surely very little credit to anybody. 
Nor is 
the speotaole of two mighty nations stealing 
each other’s books and sqnabbling for the 
difference of three dollars and a half in their 
price either exemplary or edifying.” The 
question of international copyright has been 
a favorite topic of discussion for many 
years in England and America. 
When 
Dickens came to this country, more than 
thirty years ago, it was for the purpose 
of inducing Americans to accept a copyright 
treaty with England, and those who read his 
“American Notes” cannot fail to see that much 
of the acrimony he showed toward the United 
States arose from his want of success in se­ 
curing this treaty. Mr. Dickens’ interest in 
this matter was necessarily very great, as be 
was then the most popular writer in the English 
language, and ooatinned so during his life. 
A copyright treaty would have added very 
largely to his income, and, no doubt, the same 
would be true in reference to the majority of 
English writers, especially of fiction, whose 
works are more generally read in America, 
perhaps, than in England. 
The injury, if 
we may so use 
the word, to authors 
like Tennyson, Thackeray, George Eliot, 
Macaulay and others, arising from tbe absence 
of copyright, is counterbalanced by the injury 
to American authors like Longfellow, Poo, 
Fenimore Cooper and Bret Harte, whose 
books are published by the thousand in Eng­ 
land without any copyright We suppose, 
however, that the balance has been in invor of 
the United States, as there is a larger propor­ 
tion of books which come to America from 
England than go from America to England. 
The only trouble abqat intematiqoal qopy- 


rlght is the trouble InsqMirable from all ques­ 
tions of this cl arooter. 
The large moneyed 
interests who profit by the sale of books do 
not cars to eurrendar their profit to gratily 
a sentiment in favor of foreign authors. 
This Interest is large enough in America 
and 
England 
to 
prevent 
any 
serious 
consideration of 
international 
copyright; 
for the moment the question assumes ioroe 
the whole trade interest will be thrown against 
i^ both in Congress and in Parliament 
The 
general sentiment of the English people and 
the American people would certainly be in 
favor of the treaty. If any American reads a 
novel by Georgs Eliot or Dickens, or the 
poems of Tennyson, he certainly feels that it 
would be more satisfaction to him to know 
that a part of the money he paid for the book 
wont into the poawssion of the author. 
The 
argument that international copyright need 
necessarily increase the price of books is un­ 
sound, as a provision could be made limiting 
the operation of the copyright law. 
Mr. Morgan has dodo a public service by 
calling attention to the legal aspects of the 
qnestion, and his letter to us will be read with 
great interest and pleasure.

He who in fair condition oan walk fifly 
miles over country roads in a day may set 
himself down as a person of good physical 
endnranoe, but to hold the pace for ten whole 
days together, and cover in that period five 
hundred miles, would stamp him a man of re­ 
markable stamina and grit—one almost of a 
hundred thousand.

to walking in that time from New York to 
Albany, back, out again and nearly back 
again.

He has the advantage—no mean one— 
of having seen a famous rival twice try the 
same, or a somewhat harder feat and fail, and 
he claims to understand where to place the 
causes of those lailores and to have removed 
them in his case. 
He goes back of the mere 
development of muscle and lung power and

that there was a man presiding who could 
take one’s physical measure and single out 
his strong and weak spots almost in a mo­ 
ment’s look, and who, by study and experi­ 
ence, knew just what sort of work would weed 
out the weak spots and bring the 
man 
symmetry and vigor and staying power, and 
whoee instructions the students would be com- 
I^lled to attend as strictly as at any other, 
would be not soon make his influence felt 
wherever a graduate of that college went, and 
do a good difficult to measure ? Oxford Uni­ 
versity has such a one in Professor Maclaren, 
and we would be glad to see his like in every 
college in the laud and in every city and town 
besides. 
Then we would bear less and less 
about tbe physteal degeneracy of our people, 
and we would had men like Professor Jndd as 
real benefactors.

Thu was a new 
question not exam ined by Judge M urray Hoffman 
In the Hoyne case tbe December following tne 
original eaactm ent, uor by Judges SainerlauU aud 
Alien lu tne February euauing. They only pas.-ed 
ou the cuustituiioQality ui tne law ua lo terien ag 
w ith ti.e property of th eatre m au.igers, auU as 
being m atter of police reauiatiuu on ¡euuuay. 
Mr. Uake> Hail, on the oth er side, and employed

It Hhardly poastble at tiita tim e to stye more 
than a brief sum mary of the resulta of the labors 
of the United siatea Geological Suryey In Colorado 
during the season o'1S74. 
M ott of the party are 
etii. Ill the Held, but from short reports whlcn 
have reached us from tim e to tim e we have com­ 
piled the loliowlng account. 
In a form er letter 
we stated th at tbe snrvey m ade Denver Us head- 
iinarrers, and from th at point started o at serea 
parties lor tbe purpose of m aking explorations m 
various parts of Colorado. 
The snrvey has been 
rem arsably sucoessinl In every respect, and about 
18,000 square miles of tbe m ost ragged, m ountain­ 
ous and least known area In the West has been 
careiuily mapped. The first division la still in the 
Held, and nothing has been heard from It since the 
reception of a letter from Mr. A. K. M arvine, Us 
chlei, ex tracts from which are here given. 
He U 
■ow in the far northw estern p a rt of Colorado. 
TUB KIKST DIVISIOX. 
Leaving the Agency, suys he, on the 10th ult,, 
the whole party worked eastw ard along the divide 
be-wecn the sontbcrn branches of the Bear and 
White rivers, and not far irom the latter, flnallr 
tu n ing sonihw ard and cam ping on the W hite, 
aboQt thirty-five miles above bere. Tne trip had 
brought* to oar notice the w estern and n o rth ern 
edge Of a high region lying at the sources of the 
White and Bear, and which we had seen from the 
east, and of which Dome peak is tbe cnlm inating 
mass. On all sides It showed formidable preci­ 
pices and had given me much apprehension lest It 
should require much time and labor in its explora­ 
tion—more than we bad to spare, indeed, In so 
short a season. 
From a high station at the north, 
however. Us plateau-like character becam e m ore 
apparent than beiore. and we decided to try and 
wake the top, and rem ain on tbe tam e nntll It 
was an worked np. 
Leaving the party at a perm anent cam p on the 
White, L ad d ,C h sm en et Pnelps (asslatantpacker), 
Tonnt and myself, and three packs, attem pted to 
work the region up. Once npon tbe inm m lt onr 
ex p ecu u io n s were m ore than realized in regard 
to the coatm ntty of the top. 
We conld travel 
about It readUy. There being higher potnta stiU 
above it, and Jutting out, and the itru c ta re of the 
mass being simple we could study U rapidly, 
wbue the grand vlewa from Us edge enabled ns to 
lee nearly ah of onr diatrlct east of toe Junction of 
the Eagle and the Grand, and, w uh but little 
travelling, to com plete a very larga area. After 
this two weeks of living a t or n ear tne tim ber

fO THE BDITOB OF THE H EB A LD :- 
One of your contem poraries contains a comma* 
nlcation signed “Antbor, ' whose w riter appears 
to quostiou the tru th of certain proposition», 
which, be says, 1 “undertake to d em o n strate’’ in 
k letter to the London AtTienarnm. 
These propositions are—first, th at an alien dra­ 
m atic author in this country receives precisely 
the same protection lu his literary property as the 
Ditizen receives in his; and, second, th a t by 
neglecting to comply with our copyright laws he 
can actually enjoy g reater privileges of protection 
in his literary property than he conid by comply­ 
ing with them . If sncti be ready the case, ex ­ 
claims this correspondent, then onr copyright 
laws are “a curiosity and a stultification or them- 
lolves,” and it would be well if Congress would 
look to them . 
1 agree m ost exactly w ith the correspondent 
01 the above conclusions, fiat paradoxical and 
tbsard as the above propositions appear to htm— 
paradoxical and absurd as tbey unquestionably 
ure—they are nevertheless true. 
So far irom 
■mndertaxing tp d em o n strate” in the Athenceum 
letter.

The etatem eat I telegraphed to tbo B n u u > 
a lew weeka ago to the effect that the (or* 
eign bondholdera of the Boutbern S tates bad pro* 
po»ed, through au accredited ageni, to m ad the 
entire debts of those States at a reduced rate ol 
interest, within tbe capacity of each to pay, baa 
created a widespread sensation, not only am ong 
the bondholder!, but among officials, leguiatore 
and the people generally. The acheme Involves 
over f 160,000,OOOof debt, and, while It is sdinttted 
to os feasible, and will afford tho Southern S tates 
an opportunity to revive ih -lr credit as weU as te 
pay thetr debts, the nuxtus operanai is generally 
m uunderstood, and, as seen by the press com­ 
m ents, widely miscoBstrned. Legislation u to be 
b aa which will compel each sta te to comply 
rigidly w ith the term s of the compact, and which 
will enforce a p rom pt collection and paym ent ol 
tbe in tere st on tbe new bonds as u falls due. 
T H E MACHINEBT 
provided for the collecting of the tax to pay the 
in tere st and raising a proper sinking fund for ths 
new bonds Is a provision th a t every year the An- 
dlto r of the S tate aball levy a ta x on th e asaesaed 
property of the S tate and collect It through the 
proper officers. This tax ts to be levied and collect­ 
ed separately ana distinctly from all o ther S tate 
taxes, and the money raised by it Is to be kep t 
ap art and sacredly appropriated to th e paym ent 
of m e in terest and the raising of a sinking fund. 
The law, which is understood to have been p re­ 
p ared by Von Knapp, of Berlin, an a Judah P. 
Benjamin, of London, the highest foreign antborl- 
tles on American law, also provides th a t In ease 
tbe Auditor refoses or neglects to levy and collect 
th is ta x as provided ana required by It, then any 
bondholder may apply to any Court, S tate or fed­ 
eral, having general common law Jurisdiction, lor 
an order requiring him to do so and authorizing 
th e offloera of sucn Court to enforce tne order. 
Thus and here it is w here the 
MISAPPREHINaiOM EXIST*. 
There wlU be no salt against a State, b u t th e 
C onrt operates directly on an officer of tbe S tate, 
ae waa done by th e Suprem e C uurt of the United 
S tates in the ease ot th e Tennessee and A rkansai 
bank notes, w here the treasu rers of those States 
were forced to receive certain han k notes in pay. 

This 
law has been careiuUy prepared to m eet every

So 
far as can be ascertained with the lim ited Inior- 
matloQ at baud, tbe scheme or the Am erican Bond 
Funding and B anking Association, Lim ited, of

ITS ORIGIN AND fflSTOKY. 
The Connell of Foreign Bondholders of the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange have for some years been 
strngKim g w ith the dlfficuuiea presented by the 
default in th e paym ent oi m e in terest on the 
debts of the boutnern S tates of America, and 
th etr action culm inated last spring In resolnttoa* 
denouncing Virginia for n o t com plying w ith the 
term s oi her own Funding bill ot 187U. Tiits a4 
tracted th e atten tio n of capitalU ts largely in­ 
terested In S oum era securities, aud they con­ 
sulted with a lawyer formerly a resident of Chi­
